JEREMIAH O'BRIEN/KXCH as the WWII Liberty ship left Pier 45 in San Francisco Bay 
and steamed toward the Golden Gate as part of a Memorial Day ceremonial cruise. 

Denice sent the traditional QTO on 500kc upon departure and checked in regularly 
with KSM on the sacred frequency during the day. 


At one point I called KXCH on 500kc with QTC1. Denice can right back with "UP 
425" and up we went (in wavelength) to our respective 425/426kc working 
frequencies. The message was:

Later in the day Denice sent QTP as the ship came back alongside at Pier 45. 


SS JEREMIAH O'BRIEN uses its original Radiomarine 3U radio console. Those 
familiar with this console know how it sounds when being tuned up on MF, sort of a 
OOOwwwEEEoooWWWwW kind of note. One day long ago one of us said it sounded like 
someone was stepping on a cat. So now, when such sounds are heard, they are duly 
entered in the KSM log as "cat stepping observed on 500kc". 


"New" key at KSM - 


After years of searching I've finally found a "sideswiper" key at a price I could 
afford - barely. The sideswiper is the next step from the traditional Morse key 
with up and down motion. It has sideways motion but has no mechanism to make dots 
automatically like a bug does. The sideswiper offered some relief from the 
dreaded glass arm, the bane of telegraphers everywhere. The one I purchased is a 
Bunnell and as soon as I mount it appropriately I'll be using it at KSM. I 


suspect it will be one of the few, if not the only, sideswiper in service at a 
commercial Morse coast station.

I have decided to refer the problem that I am having to the combined = 
wisdom of the list in view of the fact that it is defying my 30+ years = 
of experience with boatanchors including two more samples of the TCS. = 
This TCS came to me complete even with crystals. I rigged up a power = 
supply for it and upon applying power found a couple of bad mica caps in 
the audio circuit. Replacement of the caps brought noise out of the = 
radio and signals only above 4 MHz in Band 2 but no signals below this = 
frequency in this band. Bands 1 and 3 are dead. I already replaced the 
padding caps in the oscillator circuit plus coupling caps in the RF and = 
converter circuits. Still only Band 2 works above 4MHz. Tubes were = 
tested and only one 12A6 was replaced. Any ideas and opinions will be = 
more than welcome.

I've decided to sell my HT-33 which has been repackaged (by a previous 
owner) and is in 2 separate units, RF deck and power supply. I've used it a 
lot in the last 4-5 yrs, but have just refurbed a Henry amp that will fit in 
the same space and provide some new enjoyment.. This unit has a good PL-172 
final tube in it. The power transformer is not original, and that may have 
been the reason for the repackaging. It is a Thordarson (I think), very 
large and heavy, with cast iron end bells, and a 120vac primary. I have 
measured 700 watts output on 20 meters, with considerably less than 100w 
drive. 

It has 6 VR tubes, which I think makes it an HT-33B.

I don't have a diagram handy, and don't have current access to my TCS 
receiver. 

Is 4.5 MC in the middle of band 2? If so, can you check to see if any of 
the plates 

of the tuning cap are shorting? Do you have a second receiver you could 
tune to 

the local oscillator frequency, to see if it is dying below 4.5 MC? If it 
is, you might 

have an out-of-spec resistor in the oscillator stage, which is keeping it 
from running 

on the other bands. Do you have a voltage chart so you can test the 
voltages 

at the osc. tube base? Does anyone here have a tube pin voltage and/or 
resistance-to-ground chart for the TCS oscillator? 

Sure wish you were closer to Texas. We'd put it on the bench and fix it.

1. COMMANDER, NAVAL NETWORK WARFARE COMMAND (NNWC) HAS DECIDED TO 
'SUNSET' THE MARS MISSION WITHIN NAVY AS OF 30 SEP 2009. NNWC HAS 
REQUESTED ALL MILITARY BILLETS AND MY CIVILIAN POSITION BE DELETED 
AND UNFUNDED AFTER THAT DATE. OPNAV HAS NOT YET APPROVED THIS 


REQUEST. 


2. ALL THREE MARS SERVICES HAVE OPERATED UNDER THE MANDATE OF REF A, 

WHICH IS STILL VALID. REF B IS A PROPOSED UPDATE TO REF A AND IS IN 

THE PROCESS OF BEING COORDINATED BETWEEN DOD AND THE THREE SERVICES. 

REF B INCREASES THE SERVICES REQUIREMENT TO SUPPORT THE MARS 

PROGRAMS WITHIN THEIR SERVICE. ARMY AND AIR FORCE HAVE AGREED TO THE CHANGES 
BUT NAVY (OPNAV) HAS ASKED TO BE LET OUT OF THIS REQUIREMENT. THIS 
NEGOTIATION IS STILL IN PROCESS AND WE DO NOT KNOW WHEN IT WILL BE 

RESOLVED.

Does anyone know the inner workings of the AN/Nomenclature system? 

Take the AN/URR-35 UHF receiver as an example. In Canada, this recevier was built 
for the Royal Canadian Navy by Cossor Electronics and also by Canadian 
Westinghouse. I'm fairly certain that other manufacturers made the URR-35 for the 
USN. 


Who then, owns the actual receiver design? Is it the company who is awarded the 
first contract? If the military wants to source the device to a second supplier 
must the design be shared by the company who was awarded the first contract? Is 
there some central authority who owns the designs/specifications or does the AN 
system force the designs to be shared? 


Can any manufacturer apply for an AN/designator for their equipment or must there 
be a contract in place with the military?

The KSM schedule will be slightly modified for 6 June, the 64th anniversary of D- 
Day. 


Transmitter Supervisor Steve Hawes will be aboard SS RED OAK VICTORY/KYVM while 
QSL Mistress Denice Stoops will be aboard SS JEREMIAH O'BRIEN/KXCH. Both ships 
will be active on MF, communicating with each other and with KSM. The calling 
frequency will be 500kc. The KXCH and KYVM working frequency will be 425kc. KSM 
will be on 500kce and 426kc. 


RTTY service will be unavailable since Steve provides this from the Bolinas 
transmitter site. Steve usually provides the recently initiated CW press service 
too. But since this has proven popular with many listeners I will key the CW 
press service from the receive site beginning at 1000pdt/1700gmt along with the 
normal KSM Pacific high seas weather broadcast on 1430pdt/2130gmt. All broadcasts 
will be keyed on 426kc and all HF channels except 22Mc with interruptions for 
traffic to or from ships. In that case all transmitters will be keyed with the 
traffic no matter what frequency is used for contacting the ship so that listeners 
on any frequency will be able to hear the KSM side of the exchange. The ship's 
QSS will be announced so that listeners may attempt to hear the ship as well. 


Amateur station K6KPH will be available as usual, guarding 3550kc, 7040kc, 14050kc 
and 21050kc. K6KPH may best be contacted using commercial calling procedure: call 
K6KPH repeatedly until the operator responds with DE, then send your call.
